This communication is in response to applicant's amendment which is filed February 28, 
2006 in the application of Horwitz et al. for a "system for multi-standard RFID tags" filed 
August 21, 2003. 

The proposed amendment has been entered and made of record. Claims 18, 23-24, 34, 36 
and 38 have been amended to more particularly point out and distinctly claim the invention. 
Claim 36 has been cancelled. The new set of claims 39-44 have been introduced. 

Applicant's amendment with respect to the pending claims 18-35 and 37-38, filed 
February 28, 2006, places the application in condition for allowance. 

Claims 18-35 and 37-44 are allowed as evident by applicant's amendment. 

Referring to Claims 18, 38 and 44, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a method and an interrogator 
includes a first radio frequency module having a transmitter configured to transmit an output 
signal at a first frequency to the first subset of tags, the first radio frequency module including a 
receiver configured to receive return signals transmitted by the fist subset of tags operating at the 
first frequency, the first frequency being within the first frequency band, the transmitter and the 
receiver of the first radio frequency module being operable over the first frequency band, the first 
frequency band including a plurality of frequencies each being outside the second frequency 
band.
